FOREWORD 


BECAUSE  of  the  desire  evinced  by  present-day  collectors  to  know 
something  of  the  personality  of  these  earlier  collectors  whose  en- 
deavors have  resulted  in  an  accumulation  of  objects  of  art  such  as  the 
present  catalogue  contains,  it  is  necessary  that  these  few  lines  of  introduc- 
tion be  given. 

Mr.  George  S.  Palmer  is  one  of  America's  foremost  pioneer  collectors, 
and  in  the  minds  of  those  who  know  him  he  is  associated  in  this  respect 
with  Richard  A.  Canfield,  C.  L.  Pendleton,  and  his  cousin,  Eugene  Bolles, 
a  group  of  four  men  whose  tastes  and  guidance  were  largely  responsible 
for  the  formation  of  two  of  the  finest  Colonial  collections  in  America,  the 
Bolles  Collection,  owned  by  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  New  York 
City,  and  the  Pendleton  Collection,  owned  by  the  Rhode  Island  School  of 
Design. 

Mr.  Palmer  first  began  to  collect  forty  years  ago,  favoring  English 
furniture  of  the  early  Georgian  period  and  working  in  close  association 
with  Mr.  Bolles.  Soon  aftei"wards  he  realized  the  quality  of  the  products 
of  the  Colonial  cabinet-makers,  and  devoted  practically  all  his  time  to 
acquiring  the  finest  pieces  as  they  came  on  the  market.  Unhandicapped 
as  he  was  then  by  the  host  of  competitors  which  exist  today,  it  was  not 
long  before  he  had  accumulated  a  large  and  sufficient  number  of  pieces  to 
meet  his  needs,  and  for  which  he  could  find  a  place  in  his  household. 
From  then  onwards  began  the  work  of  selection  and  rejection,  as  still 
better  examples  of  Colonial  cabinet  work  appeared  from  time  to  time. 

Fine  furniture  was  not  the  only  love  of  Mr.  Palmer.  He  patronized 
the  then  living  American  artists,  purchasing  the  works  of  Abbott  H. 
Thayer,  Frederick  Ballard  Williams,  J.  Francis  Murphy,  Alexander  H. 
Wyant  and  Louis  Paul  Dessar,  acquiring  as  well  a  few  tasteful  pictures  by 
Dutch  17th  century  artists,  which  are  included  in  the  sale.  Another  branch 
of  his  collecting  is  seen  in  the  fine  group  of  Chinese  porcelains  and  art 
objects  which  constitute  the  first  session  of  the  catalogue. 

It  was  to  house  this  beautiful  assemblage  of  furniture  and  works 
of  art  that  Westomere  was  built,  a  charming  early  Georgian  mansion 
designed  as  closely  as  possible  on  the  stately  lines  of  Westover,  ancestral 
home  of  the  Byrd  family  of  Virginia.  Situated  on  the  west  bank  of  the 
Thames  River  at  New  London,  in  near  view  of  the  Sound,  with  its  land- 
scaped flower  gardens  and  trim  lawns  it  was  a  perfect  representation 
of  the  residence  of  a  well-to-do  gentleman  of  the  colonies  during  the  18th 
century.  Walking  through  the  main  rooms  on  the  ground  floor,  one  was 
struck  by  the  remarkable  quality  of  the  furnishings  (the  designs  of 
Chippendale  predominating)  which  these  rooms  contained.  Entering  the 
dining  room,  which  was  Hepplewhite  and  Sheraton,  one  noticed  a  fine  pair 
of  Sheraton  cabinets  containing  a  collection  of  Whieldon  and  Wedgwood 


salt-glaze  and  tortoise-shell  ware,  probably  the  finest  in  private  hands  in 
America,  the  greater  part  of  which  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Palmer  from 
the  Pendleton  Collection,  previous  to  Mr.  Pendleton's  death.  This  salt- 
glaze  ware,  most  of  which  was  made  during  the  first  half  of  the  18th 
century,  is  attributed  to  Whieldon,  and  is  admirably  described  in  Solon, 
"The  Art  of  the  Old  English  Potter,"  has  a  quality  and  charm  all  its  own, 
rivalling  in  importance  the  productions  in  porcelain  of  the  Chelsea,  Bow 
and  Worcester  factories,  and  realizing  remarkably  high  prices  on  the  rare 
occasions  that  it  appears  on  the  market.  The  pieces  manufactured  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  are  mostly  imitations  of  porce- 
lains and  lack  that  charm  and  appeal  that  the  earlier  pieces  hold  for  the 
lover  of  fine  ceramics. 

Advancing  years,  together  with  a  desire  for  freedom  from  responsibility 
after  an  active  life  in  the  industrial  field,  were  the  reasons  which  induced 
Mr.  Palmer  to  dispose  of  his  entire  collection  to  Mr.  I.  Sack,  of  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  last  spring.  After  augmenting  the  collection  with  some 
fine  pieces  which  he  himself  had  obtained  from  other  well  known  families 
throughout  New  England,  Mr.  Sack  opened  Westomere  to  the  public  as  an 
exhibition  during  the  summer  months. 

By  order  of  Mr.  I.  Sack,  the  entire  Palmer  Collection,  which  includes 
unquestionably  the  finest  group  of  Colonial  furniture  ever  offered  at  auction 
in  New  York,  is  placed  on  exhibition  and  sale  at  The  Anderson  Galleries.
